| The Sudden Death of John Rotert- 
son at Tacoma—Body brought 
to Madbe for Interment.

The remaine of the late John Robertson, 
whoee sudden death at Tacoma, W. ? , * 
noticed in these columns last week, arrived 
in Madoc on Friday evening last, end the 
funeral took place on Monday, being very 
largely attended. The body was embalined, 
and came through from that city im five days, 
and was presented to the friends here in an 
excellent state of preservation, which in a 
measure served to mitigate the terrible blow 
to the family. To Mr. R. H. Beldrick, a 
former resident of this county, and friend of 
Mr. Robertson's, whose acquaintance was 
renewed in Tacoma, is due the eredit for the 
expeditions and successful mapner in which 
these sad rites were carried owt and the re. 
(mains forwarded to the home @eceased left a0 
tull of health and life about 218 months ago. 

Mr. Robertson came to Madoc in 1861,and 
was for some time a clerk in Mr, A. F, 
Wood's store, after which he started in busi- 
ness for himself, which he continued until 
the spring of 1889, when ‘he accepted the 
position of Customs Inspector for the Dom- 


inion Goyernment, being first stationed at | 


Duluth and afterwards sent to Tacoma, Waah- 
ington Territory. He wasone of the beat 
known menin this section, a prominent 
Conseryative, Orangeman, and an active 
citizen in all pablic matters. He was aleo a 
member ‘of the Ancient Order of United 
Workmen and the Independent Order of 
Foresters, which societies will pay over life 
insurance to the amount of $3,000,—the 
former §2,000 and the latter $1,000, The A. 
0.0. W. of Tacoma took an active interest in 
looking after his remains, Deceased was 48 
years of age, lerves a widow and four children, 
besides a mother,two brothers and five sisters. 
Regarding the cause of his terribly sudden 
death, the following article which we take 
entire from the Tacoma Daily Ledger of Sept. 
18th will give the public full particulars :— 


“Heart disease has added another to its 
Jong list of victims. This time it is John 
Robertson, customs inspector of the Canadian 
Pacific, who has fallen before it, Yeaterday 
afternoon shortly before 4 o'clock some men 
went into Robertson’s- room immediately 
above the ticket office at the wharf depot, in 
order to ask him to inspect some freight, and 
entering the room they saw Robertson lying 
in a perfectly natural position upon hia oot, 
and vig he was taking a little rest, 
Calling him they received no reply, and, 
going up to him, they were horrified to find 
that he was dead. 

For several days Robertson had been com. 
plaining of trouble with his heart. Tuesday 
night, especially, he had great trouble, stat. 
ing yesterday, half in jest, that he “thought 
he would die last night.” Yesterda » how. 
ever, he seemed qnite well, and worked ia 
the morning as usual. In the afternoon he 
had been checking freight and talking with 
the men about the wharf. At about 3.30 he 
went to his réom, which is near the office of 
Customs Inspector Canfield of the Northern 
Pacific. Here he was engaged in reading 
letters which he had just received from his 
wife and little girl, when, feeling sick, he 
lay down on his little cot, whence he never 
arose- On the table the letters from his wife 
and little girl lay. They were the ordinary, 
affectionate missives which a wife and a 
daughter would naturally write, 

Immediately on hearing of his death Mr. 
Canfield summoned Coroner McCoy. The 
cornor examined the body and from ite state 
and the testimony of his acquaintances de. 
cided that an inquest was unnecessary, since 
heart disease was evidently the cause of death. 
He summoned Undertaker Harlan, who took 
the body to his parlors.

A Good Law, 


The reformers within the State of New 
York have set themselves to put down smok- 
ing among the boys of that State: On the 
ist inst. there came into force a law pro- 
viding that no person wider sixteen years of 
age shall be allowed to smoke in any street 
or other public place. That this prohibi- 
tion is founded on reason and the best in- 
terests of soviety will be admitted by all who 
have any confidence in the findings of modern 
medical science, No reputable physician can 
be found.te-day who will contend’ that: 
smoking is good for a growing boy... On the 
contrary the opinion , is antversal’ among 
meditsl men that not until the body is 
mature can smoking be indalged in without 
haryi; while-many go so far as to say that 
at no time is it absolutely harmless. Be- 
sides the testimony of physicians eXper- 
ience has demonstrated its injurious ef- 
fects. In Germany the halit which had 
become well-nigh universal among the boys 
was found to be exercising an influence so 
prejudicial on the rising race as to render re- 
strictive legislation on the subject necessary. 
Though only a.few vears in operation the 
beneficial results of the law are already 
manifesting themselves. With the sights 
so frequently seen upon our streets of youn 
boys, often those who have not yet veabhet 
their teens, puffing away at cigarette or pi 
one could heartily wish that other legisla- 
tors than those of Germany and New York 
might be induced to pass an Anti-Juvenile 
smoking law. The penalty of the New. 
York law is a fine of two dollars or twenty 
four hours in gaol. Concerning this the Mail 
thinks that a- better method of punish- 
ing a boy for smoking would be to make 
him smoke—under medical direction—a 
number of specially prepared cigars, To 
which it adds, ‘Some of the cigars common- 
ly current at our tobacconists’ counters 
weuld scarcely need any preparation for 
the purpose.”

Is Cancer Increasing ? 


The disturbing announcementis made that 
cancer is increasing in all civiliged cotn- 
tries. According to the opinion of & surgeon 
in an English cancer hospital this increase 
is due to the — nervous pressure of the 
last twenty-five years. The struggle for 
life and position has been more intense than 
ever, and attended by higher nervous ex- 
citement. Now in many cases cancer is 
caused by mental distress, indeed this au- 
thority claims that where there is no mech- 
anical exciting cause the disease is always 
of nervous origin, hence with increased 
nervous pressure cancer must increase ; and 
he adds, ‘‘until society emerges into some 
calmer sea,—or until the conditions under 
which men and women now commence their 
voyage are materially improved—a _pro- 
rag increase in the prevalence of cancer

Death of Canon Liddon 

By the sudden death of Rev, Henry 
Parry Liddon, D.D., D.C.L., which occur. 
red on the Sth inst., England has lost one 
of her most distinguished sons and the 
copalian Church her most gifted and elo- 
quent divine. Possessed of marvellous 
rhetorical power and yifted with an intellect 
of great clearness and strength, his pulpit 
performances have from the begioning at- 
tracted immense crowds of eager and en- 
raptured hearers. A writer in Temple Bar. 
some time agoegave the following descri 
tion of St Paul's on the occasion when the 
eloqueat divine occupied the pulpit :—~ 

“On the afternoon of the Sundays when 
Dr. Liddon is in residence, the cathedral pre- 
sents an extraordinary sight, with its huge 
nave and aisles dense 
the preacher’s-voice will reach, people stand, 
straining eyes and ears, and fortunately Dr. 
Liddon’s voice resounds well under the dome, 
though now and then it becomes indistinct 
through the preacher's king too fast in 
his excitement. Two other things occasion- 
ally mar Dr. Liddon’s delivery. Shortness 


of sight makes him often stop to consult 


Bible or notes, and again, he bows the head 
in a marked manner when he utters the holy 
name ; but when he thus bends he on 
speaking, so that his words fall on the pulpit 
cushion and are deadened, which produces 
upon people who are at some little distance 
the effect of continued st ges and gaps in 
the sermon. No other defects besides thése, 
however, can be noted in orations which for 
beauty of language, elevation of thought, 


and lucidity in reasoning could not be sur- 


passed. We have heard Dr. Liddon mary 
times at Oxford and ix London, and have 


observed that the impression produced by 


his eloquence was always the same, no matter 
who might be listening to him,”

The vigorous policy pursued by the United 
States syikaries pA pein those Mormons 
who practice polygamy is having ita effect. 
Five years ago when the Mormon Church 
met in Conference, their President declared 
that ‘‘celestial marriages” were a to 
the Mormon revelation from which they 
could not withdraw. Within the lat few 
weeks Wilford Woudruff, a man about 80 
years of age, chosen at their last 
conference to be “ — et, Seer, revelator 
and President” of she ¢! yrch, has announ 
in a manner most explicit that “we are a 
teaching polygamy or plural i nor 


permitting any petson to enter into its : 


tice.” That this change of sentiment is in 
some measure due to the redent decision of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States which held that polygamy is 
& crime and not a lawful part re- 
ligion is perhaps a facc. As to the cause of 
the change the public are particularly 
concerned. Nor is itany concern of fhe 
public whether the Mormons still believe in 
their peculiar institution ; provided they 
do not continue to teach their doctrines or 
carry them into practice. Many people, at 
the close of the civil war, believed in slavery 
and many more in the right of secession,

This procla- - 
mation may be regarded as sounding ‘the 
death-knell of the institution of polygamy, 
that festering sore which for so many years 
has disheures and disgraced the American 
body politic, Let our rulers see to it that a 
like evil does not find a place within our 
own young institutions. Prevention is 
better than cure, though it would seem that 
cure is not absolutely impossible.

A Oellar for Storing Roots,

jWith each round, set the side pole in a foot, 
jwhich will give a regular slant tothe roof, | 
and make a very strong frame for the 
weight fhat is to come upon it. The end 
which is to contain the door should be carried 
up straight, while the other may be slanted 
up the same as the sides. Cover this frame 
with cull or common lumber, laying the 
boards on upand down. Next put an a_ 
heavy layer of marsh hay or straw to keep 
the dirt from coming in contact with, and 
rotting the lumber. Over this put a foot of 
earth, and if it can be had without too much 
trouble, a covering of sod. A chute should 
be provided for filling the house, and a small 
ventilating flue for winter. The ends where 
the door is located should be double boeard- 
ed and filled in between with sawdust or cut 
straw. There should also be a double door, 
although I have used such a cellar with only 
a single door, without having the roots fro- 
zen. A storing house of this kind, if well 
made, will last eight or ten years, and give 
as good satisfaction as one costing $200.

The virtues of the apple as a fruit have 
been celebrated from time immemorial, and 
few fruits have so many legends associated 
with them. The garden of the Hesperides 
was the garden of the golden apple, just as 
our Avalon is the Isle of Apples. ‘' Of all 
fruits,” it has been written, ‘the apple 
seems to have had the widest and most 
mystical history. The myths concerning it 
meet us in ever. age and country, Aphrodite 
bears it in her hand, as well as Eve. The 
serpent guards it; the dragon watches it. 
It is celebrated by No!omon ; is the healing 
fruit of Arabian tales. Ulysses longs for it 
in the gardens of Alcinous; Tantalus grasps 
vainly tex it in Hades. Inthe prose Edda it is 
written: ‘* Iduna keeps in a box apples, 
which t e gods, when they feel old age ap- 
proaching, have only to taste to become 
young again. It is in this manner that they 
will be kept in renovated youth until 
Ragnarok —the general destruction, Azrael, 
the Angel of Death, accomplished his mis- 
sion by holding it to his nostrils ; and in 
folk-lore Snowdrop is tempted to her death 
by an apple, half of which a crone has 
Pee ,» but recovers life when the fruit 
alls from her lips. The Golden Bird seeks 
the Golden Apples of the King’s garden in 
many & Ncrse story; and when the tree 
bears no more, Frau Bertha reveals to her 
favorite that it is because a mouse gnaws 
at the trea’s root. Indeed, the kind mother 
goddess is sometimes personified as an ap- 
ple tree, but oftener the apple is the tempter 
in northern mythology and sometimes makes 
the nose grow, s> that the pear alone can 
bring it to a moderate size.”

He took hold of each of the pack - 
ages and, having felt their weight, chose the 
heaviest, the copper-colored chose the next 
heaviest, leaving the whi‘e man the lightest. 
When the packages-were opened, the first 
was found to contain spelen, hoes, and all 
the implements of labor; the second en- 
wrapped hunting, fishing, and warlike ap- 
paratus; the third gave the white man pens, 
ink, and paper ~—the engines of the mind, 
the means of mutual improvements, the 
social link of humanity, the foundation of 
the white man's superionty.

They 
have his Greek Bible too, and some of bis 
letters. He was @ greater reformer than 
Luther if not so great « man and his theolo- 
gical views were more advanced, more in 
scoord with those of the nineteenth century 
that those of any of his great contemporaries. 
Another ancient church is the Lady Minster 
on the other side of the niver and near that 
ia the Peter's Church with its great electric 
clock the dials of which are twenty-nine feet 
ip diameter. Zurich has « well wt 
school of Forestry and Agriculture and a most 
interesting botanical Garden. It manufac. 
tures engines and machinery on a large scale ; 
its Town Library contains 110.000 volumes 
ancl it has a population of 86.000, of which 
700° belong to the Alt-Katholisch Church 
but the great majority are protestant. The 
first inhabitants ef Zurich were the prehistoric 
Lake dwellers, She lived in habitations 
erected above the water at a distance from 
the shore, supported by piles. The relica of 
this ancient race fill an interesting section of 
the Museum, and are rly investigated by 
those who delight in Anthropological pursuits. 
Thus much of ch and now let us away 
over the summit of the Rigi to the lovely 
Lake of the four Forest Cantons and the 
pleasant city of Lucerne. 

Away goes the train, making a rn curve 
round the spreading base of the Uetliberg and 
then almost due south to the little town of 
Zag on the Jake of the same name. A little 
steamer proportionate to the little lake,and the 
littlest of the Swiss Cantons, is soon puffin 
and splashing as it hurries with ite cargo o 
a away to the other end a distance 
of fully eight miles, while the width is not 
more two and a half and we are afforded 
aiine view of both its shores.
